The Medinah D i s t r i c t ll 
Board of Education reviewec 
the past year’s budget at its 
regular meeting last week anc 
reported a balanced budget for 
the first time in many years. 
“The district did not increase 
its debt” was the main point to 
the discussion about the balanc­ 
ed budget, stated board presi­ 
dent Robert Soukup. 
The district had an income of 
$279,000 and reported disburse­ 
ments of $274,000. However it 
held over approximately $3,000 
in bills for the 1967-68 fiscal 
year. 
“The tax warrants w o u l d 
ha*'e remained at $95,000 if the 
tax monies would have come in 
at the same time they did last 
year,” 
stated 
Supt. 
Thomas 
Powers. 
Tax payments which arrived 
in late May and mid-June did 
not arrive until early June and 
late June this year and this 
made it necessary for the dis­ 
trict to issue tax warrants to 
cover its June payroll. 
“The fact that our expendi­ 
tures did not exceed our re­ 
ceipts for the first time in years 
is an accomplishment,” Powers 
told the board. 
“The picture of a balanced 
budget would have been clearer 
without the necessity of issuing 
the 
additional 
tax 
warrants, 
but, as you know, the tax pay­ 
ment for June did not arrive 
until 2 p.m. June 30.” Powers 
explained. 


“THIS BALANCED b u d g e t 
did not come about without ex­ 
tensive 
cutbacks 
in 
teachers 
supplies 
and 
related 
catego­ 
ries,” added Owen Woods, Me­ 
dinah North School principal. 
After an extensive look at the 
outcome of the 1966-67 year the 
board jumped right into the 
problems of the upcoming year 
with the issuing of $35,000 in tax 
anticipation warrants. 
The board reviewed its pres­ 
ent financial picture. With tax

the 
educational fund registered a 
$68,000 balance. 
The district owed $24,000 in 
July bills, $75,000 in tax war­ 
rants, and $2,600 in interest on 
the warrants.

$620,000. That is a $76,000 in­ 
crease from last year’s amount

“The increases are due main­ 
ly to over-all increases in most 
j categories,” explained Mildred 
Winkler, village clerk. 
In 1966-67 a $60,000 increase 
was made, but this was due 
j largely to major planned ex- 
• penditures such as the village 


hall remodeling ?nd the erec­ 
tion of a new village and fire 
station garage. 


Of the total appropriation, ap­ 
proximately $149,000 is expected 
to come from property-tax re­ 
ceipts. This is about $22,000 un­ 
der the estimate for last year.

raised by taxation is due to the 
fact that the purchase of a new 
fire engine and the building of 
a new garage facility were in­ 
cluded entirely on last year’s 
appropriation,

Income from other sources — 
water bills, license fees, vehicle 
stickers, fines — will total an 
e s t i m a t e d $470,000. T h a t 
amounts to more than a $95,000 
increase over last year’s “other 
sources” income. 


TTie main factors in this in­ 
crease are the increase in sales- 
tax revenue and general over­ 
all increases in revenue from 
all departments. 


The general 
corporate fund 
appropriation for the year de­ 
creased from $104,900 to $99,050. 
This decrease was due to gen­ 
eral cutbacks and the fact that 
this fund absorbed a $45,000 ap­ 


propriation for the village hall 
remodeling last year.

creased considerably from $83,- 
000 to $118,000. This

was the result of a $20,000 ap­ 
propriation for storm sewers. 


THE 
FIRE protection fund

Last year this 
fund included a $10,000 appro­ 
priation for the construction of 
a garage. 


The police protection fund al­ 
location is $106,500, about $36.- 
000 over last year. Most of this 
increase is in salaries for new 
personnel. 
The water and sewage fund 
is up approximately $25,000 due 
to general increased expenses 
and plans to do extensive re­ 
pair work. 


The appropriation for play­ 
ground and recreational facili­ 
ties is down from 
$22,000 to 
$10,200 due to the fact that the 
Roselle park district now is a 
levying body and does much of 
the work the village used to do. 
The last category on the ap­ 
propriation ordinance — public 
library — increased about $2,000 
due to general salary increases.

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Crowding of District 2 Schools 
Reaches Alarming Proportion 


(Sixth in a series of informational articles prepared by 
Bensenville^ Grade School District 2 with regard to a 
September referendum in which voters will be asked to 
approve a bond issue and increases in the educational and 
building fund rates.) 


Bensenville 
The citizens advisory committee, the board of education and 
the administration of Elementary District 2 are agreed that 
overcrowding in Bensenville schools has reached alarming 
proportions. 
All five primary and intermediate schools are already 
operating at capacity. 


Only Blackhawk Junior High can be expected to contain its 
enrollment over a period of the next few years. 
District 2 is presently gaining about 150 students per year 
and indications are that such growth will continue. 
To provide for the enrollment through the 1967-68 school 
year, a number of sub-standard facilities will have to be used. 
Because immediate construction is urgent, the citizens com­ 
mittee and the board of education agreed to go before the voters 
Saturday, Sept. 23, to ask authorization to issue $1,450,000 in 
bonds for necessary construction. 
The cost to the taxpayer would be 9 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation on his home. 
Included on the ballot will be a tax referendum to increase 


the educational fund rate by 21 cents and the building mainte­ 
nance fund rate 12*6 cents. 
THE BGtND issue will permit District 2 to move ahead with a 
construction program designed to add immediate additions to 
both Johnson and Mohawk Schools. 
Plans caKl for the addition of a kindergarten room, a learning 
center, a primary physical education room and six regular class­ 
rooms to bodi buildings. 
The Mohawk site must be expanded to accommodate the 
construction. The Mohawk-Johnson additions will provide for the 
influx of pupils entering the system in the 1968-69 school year. 
The second step in the construction plan will be the erection 
of a new scftiool on one of the sites now owned by District 2. 
This buildup will be scheduled for construction in the area 
where needed. 
An original proposal for the construction included a long- 
range plan to accommodate enrollment growth over a IO year 
period at a ayst of $2,185,000. 
THE CITIZENS committee recommended this be cut to con­ 
struction to accommodate five years growth at $1,450,000. 
The committee felt the shorter range plan would be more 
acceptable to taxpayers and would provide an opportunity to 
review future needs. 
The committee emphasizes that nothing less than the pro­ 
posed bond issue can meet the present urgent need (rf Bensen­ 
ville grade scrbool pupils.

Wood Dale 
There is a critical problem 
of obtaining an adequate staff 
for the 1967-68 school year in 
Wood Dale, it was reported last 
week by District 7 Supt. Warren 
Carson. 
He alerted the school board 
in a regular meeting that. “As 
of July 18 we are short 18 cer­ 
tificated personnel for the va­ 
cancies existing . . . .” 
Carson said there are short­ 
ages in the primary, interme­ 
diate and junior high math and 
science areas; boys’ physical 
education; 
library; 
art a n d 
speech correction. 
And the district also needs a 
school nurse. 
“We have, beginning July 17, 
initiated phone contact to vit- 
tually every university in the 
State of Illinois and immediate 
adjacent states,” Carson said. 
“WE WILL, by the time of 
this board meeting, have con­ 
tacted universities in nonconti­ 
guous states.” 
He added, there is no doubt 
the district will have to employ 
provisionally credentialed teach­ 
ers and may have to “use peo­ 
ple of less desirable qualifica­ 
tions . . . .” 
Carson said the alternative is 
to create extremely large class 
loads at every grade level. 
Also under way is a search 
for a school principal. Carson 
said placement agencies have 
been notified of the position and 
a specification sheet had been 
prepared.

Representatives

YMCA offices last week rec­ 
ommended that groups from the 
Palatine and Schaumburg-Ros- 
elle area get together sometime 
in the future to co-ordinate ef­ 
forts in seeking a YMCA chap­ 
ter for the area.

The three agreed that, al­ 
though it may be too soon to 
have the two groups join to­ 
gether, it would be better in the 
long run for them to co-operate 
and think more of serving a 
wider area. 
Johnson said the Illinois Coun­ 
cil of YMCAs has tended, in 
recent years, to look more fa­ 
vorably on “Y” chapters which 
serve a broad area of several 
communities. 
HE MENTIONED that two 
YMCAs were established sev­ 
eral years ago in Wheaton and 
Glen Ellyn, neighboring com­ 
munities in DuPage County, and 
that neither was particularly 
successful until they joined to­ 
gether to form one chapter.

“I went to Viet Nam a year ago, just a green kid not long 
out of high school, but now I consider myself a man.”

was her substitute for preg­ 
nancy. In her case, the re­ 
searchers believe, the pill ap­ 
peared to interfere with a life­ 
long defense in physical action, 
the only alternative to the preg­ 
nant st^te when she felt her­ 
self to be a complete woman. 
Another woman became de­ 
pressed when she realized that 
the pill would really be effec­ 
tive in preventing conception. 
Despite her avowed wish to 
have no more children, it was 
clear that life without a small 
child was empty and intoler­ 
able to her. 
A THIRD woman hoped the 
pill would cure her frigidity, 
which she ascribed to fear of 
pregnancy. When the pill re­ 
moved her fear of pregnancy 
and she remained frigid, she 
had to face the fact that her 
problem was due to other 
causes. 
The fourth woman had had 


psychiatric treatment before 
going on the pill. A year later 
she became severely depress­ 
ed. She was referred to her 
psychiatrist for psychotherapy 
but was continued on the pill. 
At the end of the 15 months 
she was much less depressed. 
The 
researchers 
observed, 
“The response to psychothera­ 
py while on the (pill) makes 
a strong case against a phar­ 
macologic basis.” 
THE REPORT concluded, A 
prior history of depression or 
mental illness requiring psy­ 
chotherapy may constitute a 
contraindication to this type of 
effective contraception unless it 
is established that previous 
problems were unrelated to 
childbearing, sexual conflicts, 
and so forth. 
“In others, however, a vari­ 
ety of tests and scales failed to 
reveal an increase in depres­ 
sion.”

What effect does the pill 
have on the emotional state of 
women taking it over a con­ 
siderable period of time? 
A team of researchers re­ 
ported at a medical meeting 
in Washington, D. C., that after 
careful testing of 72 women on 
the pill for 15 months “there 
was no depression correlated 
with the use of the drugs.” As 
a matter of fact, some women 
on the borderline of depression 
seemed to improve as they 
took the pill. 
THE RESEARCHERS cau­ 
tioned, however, that women 
who have conflicts over wheth­ 
er they do or don't want addi­ 
tional children and women who 
have troubling sexual problems 
discuss these matters with their 
physician before beginning use 
of the highly effective contra­ 
ceptive. 
These findings were reported 
by Dr. Somers H. Sturgis, ob 


stetrician-gynecologist of the 
Harvard Medical School and 
Boston’s Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital. Dr. Sturgis headed a 
team of researchers that in­ 
cluded a psychiatrist, a psy­ 
chologist and an obstetrician. 


PSYCHIATRISTS have point­ 
ed out that any voluntary act 
taken to inhibit procreation 
may be attended by personality 
changes, guilt and depression, 
Dr. Sturgis noted. On the other 
hand, alleviation of a fear of 
unwanted pregnancy is a force 
that might counterbalance such 
negative reactions, the physi­ 
cian observed. 
Dr. Sturgis and his colleagues 
undertook their study “to eval­ 
uate the over-all effect, if any, 
of these conflicting factors on 
the emotional life of women 
taking contraceptive pills.’’ 
A group of married women, 
all under 35 years of age. were 


placed on the pill. The psychi­ 
atrist obtained background in­ 
formation on each woman and 
completed a Depression Rating 
Scale including the patient’s 
attitudes and feelings, physio­ 
logic functions, motor activity, 
personal appearance and ten­ 
sion among others. The patient 
then was scored on a scale 
ranging 
from 
minimum 
to 
maximum depression. 
TWO OTHER tests were then 
given by the psychologist, one 
of the tests being used widely 
to evaluate mood changes and 
behavior produced by drugs, 
Dr. Sturgis 
explained. 
The 
women returned for 
repeat 
testing after three months on 
the pill, after nine months and 
after 15 months. Twenty-nine 
Catholic women were among 
the 72 who completed the pro­ 
gram. 
Contrary to expectation, the 
researchers 
found 
that 
the 


Catholic women “did not expe­ 
rience conflict evolving into de­ 
pression . . . . Many were ob­ 
served to derive maximal ben­ 
efit in the freedom from the 
realistic fear of further preg­ 
nancy. 
Four women did show a 
“marked depressive reaction,” 
according to the report, but this 
was not due to the pharmaco­ 
logical action of the pill but 
rather to magical fantasies 
these women had about it. 
One woman, who had had 
four children in five years of 
marriage, was a compulsive 
housewife. After two months on 
the pill she no longer cared 
about her appearance or the 
fingerprints on the walls. She 
had lost her energy. 
HER TESTS showed that she 
really felt inadequate as a 
woman, that she believed preg­ 
nancy to be the key to matur­

Make your favorite marin- 
nade the usual way whether it 
is wine, vinegar or apple juice 
based.

2. Choose pieces of meat that 
have as small a cross section 
as possible for their weight, 
that is, longer and smaller 
around.

5. Keep the fresh spice and 
herb flavors close to marinat­ 
ing meat and wandering refrig­ 
erator aromas at a distance by 
using a plastic bag. 


6. REFRIGERATE marinat­ 
ing foods to avoid spoilage.

Use food wrap or jumbo size 
according to amount to be 
marinated. 
8. Wine or vinegar may be 
used with oil for meats, fish 
and seafood. However, vinegar 
is best suited to vegetable mar­ 
inades. 
9. WHEN THE recipe direc­ 
tions say “tie the whole spices 
in a small cloth bag,” make a 
little spice bag from a section 
of

Mrs. George R. Petras of Elk Grove Village likes to putter 
around in the kitchen and has changed many a recipe to suit 
her taste. One of these is a dessert recipe that she picked 
up at a food demonstration and combined with a couple of 
other recipes, omitting this ingredient and adding that, until 
she arrived at just the right combination. 
The result is a Cherry Cheese ------------------------------------- 
Delight which is a delight to the 
eye and the palate! 
Instead of a graham cracker 
crust, Marilyn Petras uses a 
tastier mixture of flour, brown 
sugar, 
margarine 
and 
nuts 
which is baked in a spring form 
pan. 
WHEN THE crust is cool, a 
smooth cream cheese mixture is 


spread over it and topped with 
prepared cherry pie filling. 
Marilyn prefers using Lucky 
Whip or any dessert topping mix 
in the cheese filling instead of 
whipped cream because she can 
keep it on hand, it holds up well 
and is less in calories! 
For an extra festive touch, she 
often decorates the top of the 


dessert with Lucky Whip which 
she puts through a pastry tube 
for a decorative effect and gar­ 
nishes it with cherries.

The Way We See It 
Separation Concept 
Must Be Preserved 


Some provisions of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act have 
tended to blur once-clear lines separat­ 
ing 
church 
and 
state. 
A 
current 
example exists in the federal funding 
of the Maryville Opportunity Center at 
Maryville Academy, through technical 
supervision of Elementary School Dis­ 
trict 26 in Prospect Heights. 


The agreement meets the letter if 
not the spirit of laws designed to main­ 
tain the separation principle. In doing 
so, it raises questions of propriety. 


The center — whatever its merits, 
and they appear to be many—does not 
appear comfortably accommodated by 
the requirements of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act, and we 
wonder whether this arrangement was 
anticipated by Congress. 


The center is designed to identify 
and treat the conditions which hinder 
normal development of a child. It was 
requested 
by 
Maryville, 
our 
staff 
learned, after state officials notified 
the academy that funds were available 
for private care agencies. 
Maryville 
received 
a 
$102,000 
grant 
for 
the 
summer phase, of which more than 
half was for equipment. To make that 
initial investment worthwhile, the pro­ 
ject will have to be continued for some 
time. But District 26 has expressed 
reservation over its continued sponsor­ 
ship because of the technical circum­ 
ventions necessary.

Social Ills 
Stir Unrest

City dwellers choke on their air, curse at their traffic, and 
gag on their water. 
Segregation of housing intensifies, neighborhoods continue 
to deteriorate into ghettoes. Educational quality diminishes, 
public facilities decline, public institutions prove increasingly 
inadequate.

For example, 
according 
to U S. 
directives all equipment for the project 
must remain on public school property. 
To comply, Maryville agreed to lease 
to District 26 the ground where the 
equipment will be housed in three 
mobile classrooms.

We think the constitutional principle 
of separating church and state has 
been one of the great bulwarks of 
freedom in the United States and that 
it should be strengthened, rather than 
weakened. 


We believe, in this country where 
checks and balances and diverse oppor­

is 
essential. Despite the difficulty private 
agencies experience in funding their 
programs and the limitations this im­ 
poses on them, we hope they will 
continue in their traditional role.

Buying from ‘Charity’ 


Is it really for charity? That’s the 
question you should ask if you are 
approached 
at 
your 
door 
to 
buy 
products purported to be made by the 
blind. 


Individuals have been active in the 
suburbs this summer selling goods at 
prices sometimes far in excess of the 
cost of comparable goods at local 
supermarkets. A member of our staff, 
for example, purchased goods from an 
adult who was, at the same time, using 
high school and college students in a 
door-to-door solicitation. The reporter 
paid $5.80 for a broom and potholder 
net worth approximately $2, 
in an 
attempt to get the highly cautious 
seller to make representations about 
the amount of money the blind actually 
would receive. The reporter was un­ 


successful, but the state attorney gen­ 
eral’s office estimates the blind are 
lucky to receive IO per cent — if the 
goods are truly blind made. 
Such practices are as distressing to 
blind persons and agencies as they are 
to the housewife who has been victim­ 
ized. Only one organization engaged in 
door-to-door solicitation is endorsed by 
the Chicago Lighthouse. It is Blind

We 
suggest 
if 
you 
are 
offered 
“blind-made” goods by a solicitor and 
have questions about his products or 
organization that you ask the same 
man to return later. In the meanwhile, 
check with the Better Business Bureau. 
If you cannot satisfy yourself, it is 
safest to buy the items you need at a 
reputable local store. 


Daley’s Declaration 


* 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley is 
to be commended for his flat statement 
that police and troops will use live 
ammunition from the moment civil 
insurrection flares in Chicago. 
The riots which have hopscotched 
across the nation this summer must be 
brought to a halt before the nation is 
brought to its knees. 
There is no excuse for the riots 
which have occurred. 
They are aim­ 
less. They have achieved nothing ex­ 
cept property loss and death, needless 
suffering for Negro and white citizens 
alike and a further deterioration of 
race relations. 
Individuals who have 
led the rioting have not served the 
cause of racial justice. 
The thousands who have followed 
their lead, and it must be kept in mind 
that this is a small part of the Negro 
population, have done so not to achieve 
equality nor for other sociologically 
“nice” motives. Some have acted out 
of anger, frustration and bitterness. 


Others have simply joined in a carnival 
atmosphere of looting and destruction. 
This follower element, which makes 
up the bulk of the rioters, must be 
dissuaded from taking part. 
Mayor 
Daley’s firm warning should serve as 
adequate advance warning to trouble­ 
makers. 
In the event rioting does occur, his 
order should be followed. 
In Detroit, 
where rioters discovered police would 
not interfere with looting, this policy 
gave impetus to the movement. 
America, white and black, faces an 
agonizing search for answers to ques­ 
tions of how to avert further destruc­ 
tion and how to demolish the ghettos 
through constructive action. The Ker- 
ner Commission, and investigation by 
Congress, will provide some answers. 
But those “solutions” will be long 
term. 
For the protection of the ma­ 
jority of all Americans, the peace must 
be 
preserved. 
We 
must 
have 
toleration for lawbreaking.

While demonstrators and ri­ 
oters dominate the headlines, 
a group of Chicago area resi­ 
dents are acting to further 
understanding 
between 
low 
income inner city families and 
suburban families. 
The 
program 
known 
as 
“Project Friendly Town” is 
sponsored by the Chicago City 
Missionary Society, 19 S. La­ 
Salle Street, and suburban 
churches. 
Inner city children spend 
two weeks with s suburban 
family learning about life in 
the suburbs. This year about 
80 families in the northwest 
area are participating. 
ACCORDING to Mrs. Carol 
Chaney, northwest area chair­ 
man, the number of partici­ 
pating families has doubled 
from last year, the first year 
the northwest area took part. 
“The program has had much 
greater acceptance this year 
than last,” she said. 
Both the host families and 
the children have benefited 
from the program, she add­ 
ed. “Many families asked 
for the same children again 
this year.” 
The children are picked up 
at a central location in Chi­ 
cago. For the first session this 
summer 60 extra children 
packed their things and wait­ 
ed on the day of departure in 
case someone couldn’t go at 
the last minute or a family 
wanted to take another child. 
All the children were taken, 
Mrs. Chaney said. Many fam­ 
ilies took more than they had 
planned, she added. 
She said both suburban and 
city children learn from the 
experience. Some of the city 
children had never seen a 
toaster or electric mix mas­ 
ter. 
ONE MOTHER commented, 
“My children never appreci­ 
ated all the things we have, 


until another child pointed 
them out.” She said, “Subur­ 
ban children take so much 
for granted.” 
Mrs. 
Chaney 
said 
her 
family is hosting a Negro 
boy and a Mexican girl. 
“john has been 
with 
us be­ 
fore,” she said, 
“and 
we try 
to see him at least once a 
month. 
The children are learning 
Spanish from the little girl, 
she said. 
“Of 
course the 
words they want to learn are 
how to call others ‘fat* in 
Spanish, 
or 
o t h e r 
such 
terms,” she laughed. 
Several of the host mothers 
said bikes 
were 
the 
big at­ 
traction. Where the inner city 
children live there is no room 
to ride them. One little 9- 
year-old Spanish girl learned 
.to ride a two-wheeler in one 
day. 
WITH TWO MORE children 
in the family, there aren’t 
enough bikes to go around, 
said one Arlington Heights 
mother. 
“But the children 
share what we have and there 
are no problems.” 
Another Arlington Heights 
mother said, “As time goes 
on 
the 
children 
become 
more adjusted to our fam­ 
ily.” “The greatest reward,” 
she said, “is the smiles on 
all their faces.” 
One woman said her family 
celebrated several birthdays 
during 
their 
guest’s 
stay. 
When we asked him when his 
birthday is, she said, he didn’t 
know and had never celebrat­ 
ed it. 
SOME FAMILIES have had 
problems. But the problems 
are not concerned with prej­ 
udice. They are adjustment 
problems which are bound to 
occur when a child spends 
two weeks with strangers. 
Some of the children have 
been homesick, but after a 
few days they fit right in. 
Three two-week sessions 


will be held this summer. 
The first began July 15. The 
second will run from July 
29 to August 12 and the 
third from August 5 to Au­ 
gust 19. 
The children are six to elev­ 
en years old and host families 
may specify the age range 
and sex of the child they will 
take. Usually families invite 
children close to the age of 
their own children, Mrs. Cha­ 
ney said. 
THIS. YEAR about 
1,800 
inner-city children will spend 
a vacation in the suburbs. 
They are all given physical 
examinations b e f o r e they 
come. 
Nine churches are partici­ 
pating in the area. In order 
for a church to participate, 
at least three families must 
host city children. 
Churches sponsoring the 
program include St. Colette 
Catholic Church in Rolling 
Meadows, Beth Tikvah Con­ 
gregation in Hoffman Es­ 
tates, Sou th minster United 
Presbyterian in Arlington 
Heights, St. James Catholic 
Church in Arlington Heights. 


the Presbyterian Church of 
Palatine, Countryside Uni­ 
tarian in Plum Grove. St. 
Zachary Catholic Church in 
Des Plaines, Congregational 
United Church of Christ in 
Arlington Heights, and First 
Methodist Church of Arling­ 
ton Heights. 
Mrs. Chancy said about four 
more churches in the area 
had originally showed inter­ 
est, but were unable to get 
the required three families to 
sponsor the program. 
ALTHOUGH 80 families in 
the area is a small number of 
the total population, it is a 
beginning. While others are 
talking about how to improve 
relations between 
the two 
g r o u p s , Project Friendly 
Town is acting. 
Mrs. Nelson, chairman of 
the United Church of Christ 
in Arlington Heights, said 
“the climate of the church 
was right.” 
Through the children, per­ 
haps greater understanding 
can be 
promoted. 
Project 
Friendly Town .s a small step, 
but it is a step. 


Suburbia Today 


That clock is guaranteed to wake people up 


ness in the nation of the scope 
and depth of our urban prob­ 
lems. Unfortunately, most of 
us seem to have missed the 
point. 
The basic trouble with 
American cities isn’t just too 
much air pollution, too many 
slums, or too much traffic. 
The urban “crisis” is due to 
a failure of democratic so­ 
ciety. 
Troubled cities are the ac­ 
cumulated evidence of our 
failure to distribute opportu­ 
nities more equitably in Amer­ 
ican society. For non-whites, 
ifs an accumulation of more 
than a century of deprivation, 
exploitation, and injustice. 


THE GHETTO is not hous­ 
es; it is people. People who 
don’t want a handout but who 
do want to gain self-respect by 
having a job and performing 
a useful function in society. 
This is the central issue 
which must be raised and 
recognized. 
Our cities are rapidly be­ 
coming populated by welfare 
recipients dependent upon the 
services of others but with no 
means of controlling the in­ 
stitutions providing the serv­ 
ices. This arrangement even­ 
tually reduces human beings 
to a state of dependency, robs 
them of their dignity, and 
creates a kind of apathy in 
which destructive uprisings 
become inevitable. 


PARTICIPATION . in . our 
competitive society cannot be 
limited by skin color, econom­ 
ic status, denial of educational 
or cultural background. An in­ 
dividual’s w o r t h must be 
measured in terms of his ef­ 
fort, skill, and potential. 
Mere handouts or govern­ 
ment fiat will not guaran­ 
tee equal opportunity, cre­ 
ate incentives, or develop 
self-respect. Nor will they 
erase overnight a century of 
neglect and injustice. 
The solutions, when they are 
found, will take time and pa­ 
tience. A luxury we cannot af­ 
ford, however, is inaction. 
The problem is too great, 
the alternative too dangerous, 
to permit indifference and 
procrastination. 
A real beginning must be 
made — now — to come to 
grips with the inequities of 
our urban society. 
Urban renewal, “model cit­ 
ies,” public welfare, demon­ 
stration projects, legislative 
edicts — these and all the 
other traditional answers to 
the American dilemma have 
proven unsuccessful. 
Government alone cannot, 
and will not, provide all the 
answers; if our c u r r e n t 
crises have taught us noth­ 
ing else, they demonstrate 
the failure of government to 
function to s e r v e as a 
“cure-all.” 
The future will require pri­ 
vate industry and government 
to form investment parner- 
ships to create new jobs, cor­ 
rect substandard housing, ex­ 
pand educational opportuni­ 
ties, lower racial barriers. 
It’s not just the city which 
needs saving; we all need it. 
When we criticize the city, we 
must be critical of the whole 
society.

A guest of the 
federal government at Ottawa, 
de Gaulle chose to stop first at 
Quebec, center of French Ca­ 
nadian discontent, to receive 
the adulation of radicals who 
seek a “free” Quebec. He en­ 
couraged them. Later, after a 
motor trip through Quebec 
province, he confided his re­ 
ception reminded him of en­ 


tering France as a liberator 
in World War II. 
The flaws in all this grand 
thinking are apparent. Que­ 
bec already is free. What is 
sought by de Gaulle a n d 
his French Canadian adher­ 
ents is what the Confederacy 
sought IOO years ago: th e 
splintering of a great nation. 
And de Gaulle’s role as a 
liberator cannot be understat­ 
ed. Without the American Ar­ 
my the former French gener­ 
al would still be cooling his 
heels in foreign ports, dream­ 
ing of instead of acting out the 
role of imperial wizard.

THE MAN went far beyond 
what any other modem lead­ 


er has done. 
Khrushchev, 
Kosygin and others, visiting 
the U.S. (even when simply to 
address the United Nations) 
have been careful to refrain 
from any act that might be 
construed as interfering in our 
internal affairs. Either might 
have capitalized on a visit to 
stir racial passions but didn’t. 
Yet de G a u l l e was cruel 
enough—to Canada and 
to 
French Canadians—to stir up 
nationalistic ill will. 
This man should be an em­ 
barrassment 
to 
F r a n c e . 
French statesmen should tell 
him privately that he has gone 
too far, that he is losing his 
grip on reality, that he should 
stay in Franco. 


Whenever a great nation 
like France follows a person 
like de Gaulle, the world will 
suffer.

Puffing, panting, smoke-belch­ 
ing ancient steam engines, the 
survivors of the earliest efforts 
to mechanize agriculture in the 
United States are gathering 
throughout the Mid-West for a 
nostalgic 
jamboree . . . or 
threshing bee. 
One of the most popular oc­ 
casions in this area is the one 
sponsored by The Northern Il­ 
linois Steam Power Club, a not- 
for-profit organization of about 
250 steam buffs . . . farmers, 
former farmers, mechanics . . . 
from almost every walk of life. 
Their purpose is to keep alive 
the spirit and the techniques of 
the age of steam on the farm. 
TTieir eleventh annual show is 
being held this year at the Tay­ 
lor Marshall farm, Sycamore 
about 50 miles west of Chicago. 
Both the old timers and the 
engines are still working, much 
to the delight of small boys, and 
“big boys” for whom the old 
engines are more awesome and 
mysterious than jets and rock- 
; ets. 
And like steam locomotive 
buffs, the older farmers in the 
crowd still stand with twinkling 
eyes as they watch an old 
steamer belted up to a separa­ 
tor, puffing and chugging as the 
bundles of oats are fed in the 
“thrasher” to build a huge 
straw pile and measure out the 
golden grain into an old triple­ 
box wagon pulled by a team of 
patient horses. Reliving the old 
days on the farm, the pleasant 
memories are retained. 
MOSTLY OLD timers piloting 
these engines too, they don’t 
move quite as fast and resemble 
their mechanical counterparts 
in many ways . . . but there is a 
lot of fun in seeing how things 


were done on the farm many |

These old engines could do 
other chores but it is the daily 
threshing demonstration t h a t 
evokes the most nostalgia. 
No one who has experienced 
I the excitement of threshing will 
ever forget it and Midwestern­ 
ers in their forties and over are 
remembering the real thing. 
Hie engines were often own­ 
ed on a cooperative basis, ten or 
twelve farmers running an en­ 
gine, separator, and water wag­ 
on. 
During the Normal threshing 
season in July and August and 
frequently later the engines and 
threshing machines along with 
a water wagon moved from 
farm to farm. With the grain 
wagons, and bundle racks pull­ 
ed by horses, this made quite 
a procession. 
It took about 25 men, and as 
many wives and daughters to 
cook gigantic meals represent­ 
ing days of preparation, to run 
a threshing operation. Special 
dishes, relishes and favorite des­ 
serts, were on demand 
and 
housewives vied for the compli­ 
ments and honors. 


and kerosene tractors began to 
appear in the early teens, but 
the old steamers were still ac­ 
tive up until the late 1930’s. 


Today combines that combine 
harvesting and threshing and go 
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to the grain rather than have 
the grain brought to them ring 
the death knell for old thresh­ 
ing methods. Modern self-pro­ 
pelled combines put one man 
or a farm boy in command of 
the harvest. 


At one time, prior to World 
War I there were about 12,000 
steam engines in agriculture in 
Illinois, today there are about 
250 left. Perhaps in the whole 
United States there are less than 
1,000 engines left of the 250,000 
that once did the major part of 
the harvesting operation.
